FAMILY STATISTICS 
GATHERED IN CITY 


Average Expenditures Sought 
in Survey Made in 14,000 


Interviews. 


Approximately 14,000 Atlanta fami- 
lies have been questioned regarding 
expenditures for food, clothing, fuel, 
transportation and several other items 
by representatives: of the Federal 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, as a part 
of the nation-wide study being made 
of consumer purchases, it was reveal- 
ed yesterday in a report by Glenn W. 
Sutton, southeastern regional] director 
of the survey. 

As a result of the study many At- 
lanta families report they have a 
clearer understanding of the distribu- 
tion of their incomes, according. to 
the director. The city also was said to 
be making a favorable showing in the 
general advancement of the work. | 

The study was begun here in March, 
with 360 persons employed on_ the 
project. Each interviewer has been 
placed under oath to protect all con- 
fidential information and has been 
given certified credentials from the 
labor bureau, which will be shown on 
request. 

Sutton said families are being 
selected in such a way as to provide 
a°representative group from each coim- 
munity and each occupation, and 
therefore officials will not in every 
case be able to interview families re- 
questing to be included in the survey. 

Co-operation of Atlantans with in- 
terviewers has greatly speeded the 
program here, according to Lois 
Gratz, city supervisor.

NUS FOR BUSY DAYS 
There are times when you gladly 
give all your attention to planning 
and preparing a meal ,but of course 
there are other phases of housekeep- 
ing which now and then make de- 
mands on your time, There are cer- 
tain days wher the kitchen somehow 


must manage to get along without 
your presence. Wash day and clean- 
ing days, times when you must catch 
up.on the mending—or perhaps you 
want to finish that dress you cut out 
so long ago! 

It is a clever idea anyway to have 
a few dishes on your list which need 
little preparation or watching and 
which provide you with free time at 
least once a week. Possibly you have 
your own little culinary tricks for easy 
meals. Here are suggestions for main 
dishes which require little attention, 
and whick will provide most of the 
meal. With a simple salad, and an 
easy dessert, they form a satisfying 
and nutritious repast. 

Kraut Ensemble. 

One package noodles, or equivalent 
in home-made noodles, 2 pounds fresh 
pork sausage, made into patties; 1 can 
of kraut. 

Brown the sausage in a skillet, 
drain off the fat. Place a layer of 
‘cooked noodles in a casserole. Cover 
them with half of the raw sauerkraut. 
Then place half the sausage patties 
over the kraut. Then add a layer of 
noodles and kraut, and on top place 
the remainder of the pork sausage. 
Add one-half cup of water, and bake 
covered from 45 to 60 minutes in a 
moderate oven. Remove cover from 
casserole to brown pork sausage 
about 10 minutes before serving. 

Arabian Chops. 

_Six lean pork chops, 1-2 cup cooked 
rice, 2 onions, 2 tomatoes, 2 green pep- 
pers, 2 teaspoons salt, 1-4 teaspoon 
pepper, 1-2 cup boiling water. 

Sear the chops on all sides in hot 
skillet. Place in a casserole or cov- 
ered baking dish. On each chop ar- 
range in this order the following: One 
slice of onion, one slice of tomato, 
and a ring of green pepper. Fill the 
pepper ring with rice. Season thor- 
oughly, add the water. Cover tight- 
ly and bake in a moderate oven (350 
F.) for 11-2 hours.

wo slices salt pork, 11-2 pounds 
diced beef chuck, 11-2 cups whoa 1 
large onion, chopped; 1 can’ tomato 
soup, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon 
pepper, 1-4 teaspoon paprika, 6 small 
onions, 6 medium carrots, 6 medium 
potatoes.

To remain- 
der of fat add water, tomato soup, 
salt, pepper and paprika to taste; add 
flour. mixed with a little cold water 
and boil three minutes, stirring all 
the time. Pour over beef. dd on- 
lons, carrots and potatoes. Cover and 
bake an hour and a half at 375 F, 


New England Boiled Dinner. 
A “boiled” dinner is another sugges- 


tion for a busy day, that is, if you 
have time to prepare the vegetables 
earlier in the day and have them ready 
to put in about an hour before din- 
ner time. 

Four .pounds corned beef, 1 smal] 
cabbage, 3 large carrote, 6 medium 
onions, 6 small parsnips, 6 medium 
potatoes, 2 small turnips. 

Wash meat in cold water. If very 
salty, soak ham ‘an hour in cold wa- 
ter or let come to a boil and drain. 


Place meat in kettle, with boiling wa- 
ter to cover. Let simmer 3 to 5 hours 
or until tender. One hour before serv- 
ing, add all the vegetables. Serve at- 
tractively arranged on a large platter.

Watkins urged members of the as- 
sociation to work unceasingly for pas- 
sage of measures by the legislature to 
improve the conditions he decried. 

“Georgia must have a system of 
state police to be placed at the dis- 
posal of county and city law enforce- 
ment agencies,’ he said. 

“We must have an efficient state 
highway police system. We must have 
a criminal identification bureau. 

“Georgia must adopt a modern pen-| 
al system and her prison wartens 
must become educated to the social and 
psychological needs of their prisoners. 

Establishment of a police radio 
system, Watkins added, “should be 
considered essential to any modern po- 
lice department.” ne 

Terry, in labelling the fugitive Le- 
land Harvey as the state’s most notor- 
ious “problem child,” added: “What 
a pretty sum he must have cost Geor- 
gia taxpayers.”

Borah added he was making 4a 
special inquiry to determine whether 
Walter F. Brown and Ed Schorr, Ohio 
republican leaders, had any connec- 
tion with the use of the funds.

Archbishop 
Removed. 


A sensation has been caused in 
Paris at the news of the removal 
from the archishopric of Rouen of 
Monseigneur Dubois de la Villerabel 
as a result of action by the Vatican. 
The step was taken “contrary to the 
strictest rules of canonic law, he 
caused an ecclesiast to be deferred to 
secular Justice, if he did not actually 
defer himself.” Monseigneur de la 
\ illerabel, who has been archbishop of 
Rouen since 1920, is replaced by Mon- 
seigneur Chollet, archbishop of Cam- 
brai. _ The removal ie the result of a 
conflict between the archbishop of 
Rouen and his vicar general, Monseig- 
neur Bertin.

Tax, NEW YORK, June 4.— 
a One hears harsh criticism 
Critics. of the income tax from 
persons found guilty of 
earning their living in private indus- 
try, but, in justice to this thriving 
institution, it should be pointed out 
that the law has moments of great 
generosity. The employes of the fed- 
eral government are exempt from state 
income taxes. The employes of states, 
couties and cities are exempt from 
the federal tax. Not only that, but 
certain state officials drawing big sal- 
aries out of the kitty provided largely 
by the income taxes of their fellow 
citizens are exempt from both state 
and federal assessments on their pay. 
The governor of New York, for ex- 
ample, heads a long list of high-sal- 
aried public officials who do not have 
to pay any tax on their public salary. 
The governor gets $25,000 a year, a 
figure which would make a marked 
man of him if he. were working for a 
private employer. But his is what is 
known as_a constitutional office so 
his $25, a year is all his own. The 
lieutenant governor, at $10,000 a 
year, enjoys the same immunity and 
so do the judges of the court of ap- 
peals, the appellate division, the su- 
preme court, the court of claims, the 
court of special sessions and the sur- 
rogates. hese learned and public- 
sparited ornaments of the state gov- 
ernment draw from $15,000 to $22.- 
500 a year and keep it all, whereas a 
single-banded clerk or mechanic em- 
ployed by a busines firm at $100 a 
month is expected to shower down to 
both the national and state treasuries. 
The members of the New York legisla- 
ture receive $2,500 a year or roughly 
twice as much for their part-time 
work as the tax-paying $100-a-month 
man, but they, too, are constitutional 
officers and thus exempt. 


Floridans [ew states have income 

tax laws up to this time 
Taxless. so the state, county and 

municipal employes con- 
stitute the most favored class. They 
are all exempt from the federal tax, 
whereas comparatively few federal 
employes are stationed in states where 
the exemption means anything to 
them. Federal men in New York and 
Massachusetts, for example, are ex- 
cused from state assessments, but a 
federal employe in Florida has no spe- 
cial advantage because Florida has no 
state tax. But the public servants of 
the Florida community and its subh@i- 
visions are excused from paying any- 
thing to the national government. 
They pay no income tax at all. 

The state, county and municipal 
job-holders in more or less permanent 
positions throughout the country far 
outnumber the federal personnel if 
you disregard the armed forces and 
the relief-work people whose pay is 
not enough to qualify for returns any- 
way. I have seen their number esti- 
mated at 5,000,000, a general figure, 
but with a reasonable sound, never- 
theless. Probably a good proportion 
of them do fall below the federal fig- 
ure, but one should not minimize the 
human quality of the income tax law 
on that account. There are still mil- 
lions of judges, school teachers, com- 
missioners, mayors, aldermen, police- 
men, firemen, governors, attorneys 
general, prosecutors, treasurers, sher- 
iffs and patiots of a hundred other 
classifications who have never felt the 
ne so familiar to people of common 
clay.

Impatient. 


Of course, some ques- 
tioning souls will wish 
to know why a New 
York alderman, for 
example, drawing $5,000 a year for 
political services, should not kick 
back at least a few dollars of the 
money toward his next year’s $5,000. 


‘And possibly there are some so base 


as to suggest that the unfortunate 
school teacher, always a pathetic fig- 
ure in the American scene, should pay 
her share the same as people whose 
employment is much less secure and 
less attractive. The school teacher 
works five days a week, 10 months a 
year and in many cases may look for- 
ward to the security of a pension 
when her work is done. It might even 
be argued that the school «teacher's 
sense of responsibiilty in the commu- 
nity would be sharpened if she were 
to be granted the privilege of con- 
tributing to the cost of the govern- 
ment. But I mention these ideas not 
to criticize the income tax but merely 
to suggest how impatient some people 
are under the burden of the bill.

New York state and 
New York city in par- 
ticular present’ the 
most wholesome exam- 
ples of the generous forethought of the 
politicians when they were writing 
the income tax laws. The list is much 
too long to undertake here, but if you 
have a current world almanac turn to 
the chapter on state and municipal 
salaries in New York, read the roster 
of jobs ranging from $40,000 a year 
down to $10,000 and reflect upon the 
sunshine which is let into the lives 
of thousands of patriots by that kind- 
ly provision which exempts them from 
the federal tax and in many cases 
from the state as well, 

The patriots of the New York leg- 
islature, themselves forbidden to en- 
joy the citizen’s right to pay and pay: 
are not niggardly, however. is 
year they have doubled the honor of 
citizenship’ in the empire state with 
an increase of 100 per cent in the tax.

He himself said, “I had 
two years of a pandemonium of a school 
(between 8 and 10), and after that 
neither help nor sympathy in any in- 
tellectual direction till I reached man- 
hood.” When he reached manhood, he 
had already begun the career ag re- 
searcher in biology which was to make 
him an outstanding figure in science. 
Like Mann, he exerted a notable in- 
fluence on popular education, but he 
warred on scholastic methods which 
wearied the mind in merely taxing the 
memory. He saw physical training as 
most important task of schools.

J. Sterling Morton was born in 
1832. He was a Nebraska newspaper 
editor who foresaw nearly 50 years 
before anybody else the inevitable 
drouths, dust storms, eroded acres 
etc., which must follow if all the 
west’s trees were cut and all its sod 
plowed under. He originated the idea 
of an Arbor Day, and as state sec- 
retary of agriculture persuaded the 
legislature tu put it in the calendar. 
Most other states now observe Arbor 
days on Fridays, but Nebraska plants

of bursting into print to pooh-pooh the 
new-fangled ideas, the old boys should 
prick up their ears and listen. It might 
be to the advantage of their upper 
class patients. 

Subclinical scurvy is the name given 
to the latent or potential condition di- 
agnosed by the capillary resistance 
test. 

The late Dr. A. F. Hess recognized 
and described a common weakness 
(that will do as well as any other 
word for it) in infants as latent or 
subclinical scurvy and proved that an 


adequate vitamin ration cured or pre- 


vented the weakness. 


Many laymen now understand the 
difference between latent pulmonary 
suberculosis and active, clinical pul- 
monary tuberculosis. The old-time 
physician had no conception of latent 
tuberculosis. Neither medical science 
nor refinements of diagnosis gave sub- 
stance to the concept. Today the doc- 
tor who fails to recognize this sub- 
clinical state, weakness, potential dis- 
ability is a back number. 

Certain schools now give special 
courses of: instruction and grant to 
those who complete the courses satis- 
factorily the degree D.P.H. (doctor of 
public health). But as yet no school 
has offered a course in pure preventive 
medicine or the degree D.P.M. (doctor 
of preventive medicine), looking to- 
ward the future practice of preventive 
medicine by the private physician. 

It will require a great deal more 
education of the public to make it pos- 
sible for a physician so trained to live 
by the practice of his profession.

‘Dr. Butler Names His Choice 
for Presidential Race 
This Year.

NEW YORK, June 4.—(UP 

Nicholas Murray Butler, a power in 
| the republican party for two genera- 
} tions and himself a perennial presi- 
dential possibility, tonight passed over 
the entire field of @ctive republican 
candidates and picked former Gover- 
|nor Frank O. Lowden, of Illinois, 
'as' his choice for the nomination. 

| For vice president, Butler, who has 
participated in ‘more national conven- 
tions than any other living republican, 
chose Newton D. Baker, Ohio conserv- 
ative democrat, indorsing whole-heart- 
edly a republican-democratic coalition 
at Cleveland as the best means of scut- 
tling the New Deal. 

His second choice was Robert A. 
Taft, of Ohio, for president, and Lewis 
Douglas, Arizona democrat and former 
New Deal director of the budget, for 

vice president. 

Butler, 70-year-old president of Co- 
lumbia University, warned his party 
that it faced a fight for its very ex- 
istence in November. 

“The republican party has been on 
the wrong side of 
public question since 1919 and its or- 
ganization and official representatives 
have entirely failed to grasp the rev- 
Olation brought into our lives by the 
great war and by the United States 
becoming the world’s greatest credi- 
tor nation,” he said. 

“If we can grasp this problem, 1 
think there i. another period of pub- 
lie service before us. If we cannot, 
another 1860 will come—a smash and 
reorganization.” 

He referred ‘» the break-up of the 
whig party «n the eve of the War 
Between the States, out of which the 
present republican party was born. 
He agreed entirely with the New York 
Herald-Tribune’s recent editorial call- 
ing for reorganization of the repub- 
lican party by a union with conserva- 
tive democrats who are opposed to 
the Roosevelt New Deal. 

“IT agree verbatim with the Herald- 
Tribune editorial,” Butler said enthu- 
siastically. “It is the first sign of 
hope that I have seen. I understand 
the response to it has been rather 
extraordinarily favorable.” 

In fact Dr. Butler wrote for the 
Young Republican, in advance of the 
Herald-Tribune's editorial, this signi- 
ficant advice to his party: 

“The first task of the republican na- 
tional convention of 1936 should be 
to make possible, and to invite, a lib- 
eral, forward-facing, unified,

a program so sound and so definite 
that there will be many thousands of 
those who are not now republicans 
who will give it their support.”

Hurricane, panic and wee- 
vil invaded Florida; yet that state 
gained a congressman while Georgia 
lost two. Compare these states fur- 
ther with Georgia, and what do we 
find? Florida for the past few years 
has advertised its resources, chief of 
which is refreshing sunshine climate, 
and with one-half of the population 
of Georgia she pays to the federal 
government more income tax than 
does the state of Georgia, ' 

About the close o* the last century, 
some 35 years ago, the gospel of love 
and goodwill that was preached by 
the immortal Grady began to wane. 
Our people fought among themselves, |

State Comparison. 

Compare the wealth and federai 
revenug ccutributions of Georgia 
with those of North Carolina, We 
find revenue paid by 
round numbers is $32,500,000; that 
of North Carolina $283,700,00U, 
Georgia's per capita contribution te 
the federal government is §11.18, 
and the per capita contribution for 
North Carolina is $85.06. These 
are substantially the so-called New 
Deal contribution for the two states. 
Again it will be seen that Georgia 
contributes approximately $11 per 
capita and received $14; North Caro- 
lina contributes approximately $386 
per capita and receives $10. 

What North Carolina and Florida 
have done can and should be accom- 
plished for Georgia. We need only 
to unite the people under the flag of 
Georgia. Induce them to cease wran- 
ling, forget factional war, and strive 
for the development of our state. If 
this is done, in a few years, all will 
be well. 

Under the leadership of such emi- 
nent scientists as Dr. Herty, why 
should not Georgia become the great- 
est paper producing state in the Un- 
ion? We have an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of excellent marble and granite. 
We have the finest clays in America, 
and one of the best ceramic schools 
in the nation. Why should we con- 
tinue to ship our raw products into 
the north for manufacture? We pro- 
duce nearly 57 per cent of all the 
naval stores products in America; 
we have oils, ochres, and every in- 
gredient for paint. Why should Geor- 
gia not become the leading paint pro- 
ducing state in the nation? We have 
a great supply of sand and other 
things nécessary for the manufacture 
Yet not even a bottle is 
the estate. Why 
should we not supply our own mar- 
kets and other near-by with such 
wares? No other state in the Un- 
ion is better supplied with natural 
resources and facilities for the manu- 
facture and disposition of products 
into the domestic and foreign mar- 
kets than is Georgia. The sunshine 
of opportunity is as bright in Geor- 
gia as it is anywhere else. We need 
only to realize that God helps those 
who help themselves and at the 
major problems of Georgia must be 
solved by its own citizens. 

Pianning Commission. 

When elected governor, I shall ad- 
vocate these things, taking advan- 
tage of these opportunities for de- 
veloping Georgia. By appropriate 
legislation I would organize a plan- 
ning and development commission, 
The cost would be small. Many good 
men and women of experience and 
ability would gladly come to the 
capitol occasionally in an advisory 
capacity to aid in planning a definite 
program for Georgia. Such an or- 
ganization might greatly aid our gen- 
eral assembly in the preparation of a 
enuine constructive program for 

eorgia. 

We might use the Farm Bulletin 
as a means for advertising our chief 
plane, our state™ opportunities for 
agriculture, the raising of livestock, 
our wonderful resources, our oppor- 
tunity for manufacturing, our low- 
priced, productive lands, small bond- 
ed indebtedness and send these bul- 
letins into other states of the nation. 
In this way we might greatly in- 
crease the wealth and population of 
our state. Thus we would pe able 
to increase our money supply for 
support of state institutions and do 
se without increasing the tax bur- 
den upon our people. In other words, 
we would do just what progressive 
merchants do, endeavor to increase 
volume of business and not the cost 
of the article sold. Such will be my 
policy as governor. 

Tax Exemptions. 

The planning and development 
commission might recommend to the 
gencral aseembly the passage of a 
constitutional amendment. As an in- 
ducement for such development to 
the people in Georgia and those of 
other states, we might so amend our 
constitution as to permit an exemp- 
tion from all taxes, whether state, 
county, or municipality for a term 
of years for natural and artificial 
persons, residents or non-residents of 
the state, who would enlarge or in- 
augurate, and operate manufacturing 
plants of general or stipulated char- 
acter within the state. Our present 
constitution only permits tax ex- 
emption from levies made by county

My thought is that the state | 


artificial persons resident of 
state, 
should also be empowered to par- 
ticipate in such tax relief and that 
our state would greatly benefit by 
bringing persons and capital from 
other states into our midst. 
Tobacco has become one of the 
greatest farm products in Georgia. 
We produce annually more than 60,- 
(00,000 pounds, yet under terms of 
our present constitution no county or 
municipality is permitted to relieve 
from tax any tobacco factory. which 
might wish to operate in our midst, 
and this is true whether such 
tory be local or foreign. A _ consti- 
tutional amendment and provision for 
advertising such as I have described, 
I believe, would bring to the state

nicipality to participate in such 
plan would be referred to the peo- 
ple of the county and community 
wherein located for approval. Under 
plans such as I have in mind, when 
the communities qualify for relieving 
industries of taxes they would noti- 


fy the planning and development 
commission, and the ccwmission 
would advertise these advantages 


through the medium of the Farm 
Bulletin to the people ‘in other 
states throughout the nation. As 
governor, these things I will endeav- 
or to accomplish. 

Pay Limitation. 

I favor annual sessions of the 
general assembly with the length of 
the session long enough for transac- 
tion of all usiness—perhaps it 
might be best to require performance 
of all work without limitation as to 
the length of the session. I would 
pay each member $500 per annum, 
instead of the $490 now received, and 
fix the amount of compensation in 
the constitution so members could 
not vote additional compensation to 
themselves. Such an arrangement 
will guarantee completion of neces- 
sary legislation and protection to the 
state. It will also give to the gen- 
eral assembly dignity, power, and au- 
thority to legislate. It would pre- 
vent the blocking of legislation, and 
enable members to de what the peo- 
ple want. Until such legislation is 
enacted, I ghall insist that tax bills 
and other legislation necessary for 
operation of the state be given legis- 
lative preference. 

“We should remember that our 
forefathers provided in the consti- 
tution for three separate, distinct 


branches of the government. The 
legislative, the judicial and the 
executive. This they did in the 


light of experience and for the pur- 
pose of being sure that no one man 
should take charge of Georgia and 
its affairs. What we 
need and must have is a rule of the 
people to whom the state belongs. 

And to this and the general assem- 
bly should be authorized to meet at 
any time upon petition signed by 
two-thirds of the membership of each 
house for the purpose of impeach- 
ment of any officer of the state. 

Highway System. 

Twenty years ago, when I first 
became a candidate for congress, I 
announced in favor of a highway 
construction program upon the basis 
of state and federal participation. 
It was made a part of my platform. 
While in congress I was for many 
years a member of the highway com- 
mittee and aided in the formation 
of most of our present national high- 
way legislation. By inclination I am 
deeply interested in highway con- 
struction and from experience I feel 
that I know something of the prob- 
lems. 

I am convinced that our primary 
road system is sufficiently advanced 
in Georgia that we can and should 
immediately take into the state sys- 
tem all so-called county site to coun- 
ty site roads. Thus the state would 
relieve the several counties of keep- 
ing up such roads and enable the 
counties immediately to begin con- 
struction of farm te market roads. 
In this way, every farmer in Georgia 
should soon have a good road from 
farm to market, to church and to 
school. 

I believe the state should be liberal 
in awarding contracts to county au- 
thorities for the construction of all 
such state roads as they are equipped

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and desire to build, especially is this 
true as to grade construction. I be- 
lieve our state should be divided into 
at least five highway districts, each 
represented by one commissioner resi- 
dent of that district, and elected by 
the district. Such system would tend 
to relieve our commission from po- 
litical manipulation. In this con- 
nection I desire to say that I favor 
reduction of tax on gasoline. Gaso- 
line has become a necessity and the 
tax has become too burdensome upon 
the people of Georgia. More than 
one-third of the price of gasoline is 
tax and this tax is paid by every 
person whether an owner of a car 
or not. This tax enters into trans- 
portation of commodities, and is, 
therefore, found in every cup of cof- 
fee we drink and every article we 
purchase, 
Opposes Federal Tax. 

The federal government should re- 
tire from the gas tax field. This tax 
was first pit on by the federal gov- 
ernment on grounds of emergency, 
but I do not believe any national 
emergency now exists that justifies 
it. I am personally acquainted with 
most members of congress; when 
elected governor I will be a member 
of governor’s conventions and thus 
believe I would be able to render 
efficient service in securing federal 
reduction. If this cannot be done 
I will next direct attention to a re- 
duction of the state gas tax. 

The Smith-Lever act created for 
the nation its extension service, and 
is perhaps the most constructive 
piece of legislation ever given to 
agriculture. The Smith-Hughes bill 
provided the opportunity for a voca- 
tional training in agriculture. Under 
the provisions of these acts the ex- 
tension service of Georgia has become 
one of the best in the nation and 
many of our young men have been 
given vocational training. With these 
advantages and the realization that 
both Senator Smith and Congress- 
man Hughes were Georgians, it be- 
comes very difficult to explain why 
Georgia, with such productive lands 
and favorable climate should import 
into the state annually approximate- 
ly $50,000,000 more of agricultural 
food products than she produces and 
ships into other states. 

Extension Service. ; 

I have practical experience in agri- 
culture, gained in actual labor on 
the farm, and from farm ownership ; 
I served many years on agricultural 
committees in congress. I was a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of State 
College of Agriculture, and, there- 
fore, I believe, as governor, I can 
be instrumental in greatly reducing 
the amount of agricultural imports 
into Georgia. I shall spare no ef- 
fort to do. I shall co-operate in every 
way possible with the extension serv- 
ice and I shall endeavor to see that 
the state department of agriculture 
gives full co-operation also, 

Due recognition should be given 
to the women. of Georgia in selection 
of persons for occupancy of official 
places in the state. They now cast 
about 40 per cent of the ballots poll- 
ed in the state, on an average, have 
as clear conception of our state prob- 
lems as do our male population, and 
yet they have practically no man- 
agement of the state's affairs. As 
governor, I shall give due recogni- 
tion to women. 

The affairs of the state should be 
operatec upon the basis of strict 
economy. No obligation should be 
created until funds are provided for 
payment of same. All laws neces- 
sary to finance the state should be 


viven preferential status in legal pro- | 
cedure and when such laws are not 


in action within the time prescribed 
for length of the session, members of 
the general assembly should be re- 
quired to remain in session without 
extra compensation until laws are 
enacted. Under present conditions, 
a large portion of all funds spent in 
Georgia are contributed to it by the 
federal government. When I become | 
governor, I shall co-operate with the 
federal administration and secure for 
the state every advantage to which it 
may be entitled. I realize that there 
are many things to be done for the 
state, which the President of the 
United States and the federal admin- 
istration, however willing, cannot do 
for it. There are many problems 
which should, and must be solved by 
the people of the state and I, as 
governor, shall spare no effort to 
see that our state matters are prop- 
erly and efficiently administered. 
Removal Commission. 

The citizens of the state should be, 
and are the supreme power in it. 
The election of officers to administer 
state affairs is one of the citizens’ 
most sacred rights, and no one per 
son should have authority to re 
move from office any person without 
authority of the general assembly, 
and it should be upon recommenda- 
tion of a commission, duly author- 
ized by law. When the general as 
sembly is not in session, removal au- 
thority sheuld be exercised by the 
governor only upon recommendation 
of a commission. Such commission 
should be created by the general as- 
sembly, and should perhaps, be com- 
posed of the attorney general, secre- 
tary of state, comptroller general, 
treasurer and secretary of agricul- 


ture. 
If the governor desired the remov- 


al of anyone from office wnen the 
general assemly was not in session, 
he should be required to communi- 
cate such fact to the commission, and 
the commission should immediately 
cite such person to show cause why 
removal should not be had. The com- 
mission should hear and consider evi- 
dence, both for and against removal, 
and should report its findings to the 
govern :. If the majority of the com- 
mission should recommend removal, 
the person should be removed by the 
governor immediately, and a full re- 
port as to the cause of such removal 
should be reported by the governor 
to the next meeting of the general 
assembly. The general assembly, of 
course, would have full authority to 
approve or disapprove such removal. 
As governor, I shall endeavor to see 
that such procedure is followed. 
ld Age Pensions. 

Specific provision is made in the 
national security act for payment of 
old age pensions. This act was passed 
after my retirement from congress 
and therefore, I may not clearly com- 
prehend its provisions, but as I 
understand, certain specific persons 
are entitled to pensions not exceed- 
ing $30 per month, $15 to be con- 
tributed be the state, and $15 by 
the federal government. Whether 
Georgia does, or does not, partici- 
pate in the plan, the state will be 
required to pay its pro rata part of 
the tax necessary to support it, 

For this and other reasons, I favor 
this form of old age pensions and 
will, when I become governor, rec- 
ommend adoption of a: constitution- 
al amendment necessary to partic- 
ipation in the plan. nder provi- 
sions of the bill, however, Georgia 
cannot participate in this system un- 
til constitutional authority is grant- 
ed by the general assembly and ap; 
proved by the people. This apparent- 
ly cannot be done until November, 
1938, and since the limitation for 
qualification by the state is fixed for 
not later than July 1, 1937, it will, 
as I understand the situation, be nec- 
essary for congress to amend the bill 
before this state can participate in 
the plan, In this connection, I desire 
to say that I do not favor the so- 
called Townsend old age pension 
plan. I feel that many aged people 
in Georgia have been taken undue 


» advantage of by many who have at- 


tempted to promote the scheme, 
Last General Assembly. 

I also feel that old people have 
been greatly misled as to activities 
and efforts put forth in the last 
general assembly of Georgia looking 
to passage of an amendment which 
would enable Georgia to participate 
in the national social security pro- 
gram. Time does not now permit a 
full or satisfactory discussion of 
what happened in the last session of 
the general assembly of Georgia, and 
I shall, therefore, refrain from an 
attempt to lo so at this time, with 
the promise that I may do so at a 
later date, in which event I will en- 
deavor to see that the press gives a 
proper account of my position on this 
important question. 

As a teacher in publie schools, and 
for many years a trustee of the State 
Teachers College, State School of Ag- 
riculture, State Medical College and 
the University of Georgia, I believe 
I appreciate the importance of, and 
have a fair knowledge of, our school 
situation. When I become governor, 
I shall endeavor to make adequate 
provision for the public school sys- 
tem. I shall so far as possible, pro- 
vide adequate school advantages, 
with equal opportunity, for every 
child in the public school system, 
These public institutions are the only 
schools which per cent -f our chil- 
dren ever attend. To these they are 
universities and they should be made 
the best possible. Al] public schools 
and institutions of higher learning 
should be provided with efficient 
teachers, properly and adequately 
compensated for services rendered. 
I shall not overlook the higher in- 
stitutions of learning. I shall. give to 
them every encouragement and as- 
sistance which the necessities of our 
youth require, and the funds of the 
state will permit. The tenure of posi- 
tion for capable teachers should and 
must be safe. A permanent progres- 
sive educational program is essential 
to the well being of the state, and to 
this end, adequate funds for support 
of the system, curriculum sufficient 
to meet all needs should, and must, 
be provided. 

All public institutions, whether 
penal, hospital, or eleemosynary, in 
character, should and will be prop- 
erly provided for when ” 
governor of Georgia.

But the su- 
perintendent says: “Many of these 
white children are in parish or 
parochial echools, which make no 
report to the state, and therefore, 
no one knows just how many white 
children of school age,.are out of 
school,” 

“I wonder where Speaker Rivers 
got the idea that the school situa- 
tion in Georgia is so bad as he 
would have the people believe it. 
His figures are evidently the result 
of a vivid imagination, but since 
— all the children, for whom’ 

sheds such crocodile tears, are 
negroes, we assume most of them are 
at home trying to support the fami- 
ly and are not absent from school on 
account of the lack of books. 


Attacks Rivers. 

I would like to see every child 
of school age in school, but it will 
take more than free books and com- 
pulsory attendance laws to secure 


this. Children who attend school 
must have something more than 
books. They must have clothing 


and food also, and their families 
must be provided for. 

Many of our good people of Geor- 
gia are greatly disturbed and are 
fearful that the incumbent Governor 
will run for re-election. Realizing 
the situation, Speaker Rivers and his 

litical allies have been very busy 
or months running over the state, 
and endeavoriug to convince the peo- 
ple of Georgia that he, Rivers, is 
the only man in the state who can 
defeat him. They tell you, however, 
that this eannot be done if anyone 
else runs. 

Who was responsible for this Tal- 
madge third-term situation? No one 
is more so than Speaker Rivers. It 
was he who introduced the resolu- 
tion in the house on January 14, 
1984, providing a four-year term for 
governor. Did you know that he 
was not only speaker of the house, 
but a self-appointed chairman of 
the rules committee, and that by 
virtue of this he became in effect 
dictator of the house as to what leg- 
islative matters should be consid- 
ered by it? 

“In his dual capacity as speaker, 
and chairman of the rules commit- 
tee, he either brought the four-year 
term constitutional amendment be- 
for the house, or he sat as mute and 
dumb as a dead oyster while others 
committted this political rape upon 
the state. Notwithstanding this, he 
now comes forth with the print of 
red suspenders still on his back and 
says: “Let me run.

Questions Interest. 

If Rivers had been satisfied to 
let the constitution alone, we would 
today have no euch problem. He

Was this through de- 
sign or lack of interest? If it be 
a fair test of his interest in Georgia, 
or his legislative capacity, are you 
willing to trust him to manage the 
affairs of Georgia? Many people 
in Georgia say they would just as 
soon have Talmadge as Rivers, and 
they want neither. They demanded 
that some person not aligned with 
either faction, and upon whom they 
can rely, enter the race, For this 
reason, 1 am a candidate and will 
be the next governor of Georgia. 

My friends, by reason of experi- 
ence and fitness for discharge of 
duties incumbent on one elected to 
the position of governor, I do not be- 
lieve the people of Georgia will 
make any mistake in electing me to 
this honorable and responsible posi- 
tion. I want your vote. I will be

Appeared Hearty. 

A few hours before the speaker had 
apparently been as hearty as ever. 
He presided over yesterday's session 
of the house and adjourned it with his 
usual vigorous bang of the gavel, 
after, as his last official act, appoint- 
ing a committee to attend the funeral 
of Representative Piatt Andrew, of 
Massachusetts, who died Tuesday 
night. 

At 5:30 p. m. he suffered the heart 
attack.

Byrns left a farm in northern Ten- 
nessee to earn a iawyer's education by 
labor in the tobacco fields and then 
to scale the heights of public office.

How Bankhead Chosen, 


Today, in an unprecedented three- 
minute ceremony, the house today ac- 
claimed William Brockman Bankhead, 
of Alabama, as its new speaker. 
Never before, since American con- 
gresses began in 1789, had house 
members awakened to the news of a 
speaker's passing while congresss was 
in session. 

It was an unusual situation. The 
majority leaders quickly determined 
upon an unusual means of meeting it. 

Bowed over and red-eyed from a 
sleepless half-night at the death bed- 
side of his friend, Bankhead, who was 
the majority floor leader, with shak- 
ing hand fumbled the key in his of- 
fice door shortly after 9 a. m. He 
called Chairman .O’Connor, of New 
York, of the rules committee, who 
may act as floor leader for the re- 
mainder of the session, and other 
democratic leaders—to meet with him 
at 10 o'clock. 


Ignore Usual Practice. 


The house had been called by 
Speaker Byrns to meet at 11 o'clock 
with a view to disposing of the sub- 
stitute Guffey coal control bill, 

While Bankhead sat listening at 
the leaders’ conference he himself had 
cailed, the other 15 present quickly 
decided the party’s course. t \.as 
to elevate their floor leader* to the 
highest post the house has to offer—

O’Connor submitted the 50-word 
resolution naming Bankhead. It was 
read, Trimble put the question on its 
adoption, and it was approved by a 
unftnimous democratic voice vote. The 
republicans had no part in the pro- 
ceeding but sat respectfully silent.

Thus another of the Alabama Bank- 
head political dysnasty was named to 
one of the nation’s highest offices 
with dramatic suddenness. 

Bankhead Takes Oath. 

Bankhead, with head lowered, was 
escorted down the center aisle by 
Q’Connor, Republican Leader Snell, 
of New York, and Representative 
Taylor, democrat, Colorado, as the 
house stood again. A scattering of 
applause was quickly hushed by mem- 
bers with sibilant whispers of ‘no, 
no,” and their southern colleague 
who “came back” this year after a 
session’s absence through illness, took 
the oath of office administered by the 
dean of the house. Representative Sa- 
bath, democrat, Illinois. . 

A prayer by the Rev. Allen A. 
Stockdale, formerly of the First Con- 
gregational church here, was prefaced 
by a reading of Tennyson’s “Crossing 
the Bar.” Then followed adoption 
of a resolution authorzing the house 
to recess any time during the rest of 
the session, and a choking speech by 
Byrns’ closest house companion, Rep-

Byrns’ death occurred just three 
days before the time expires for con- 
gressional candidates to qualify to run 
in the primary and quick action is 
necessary for those seeking the demo- 
cratic nomination to succeed him. 
Qualifying petitions must be filed by 
Saturday midnight.

Chang in Command. 

(Cantonese were quoted as saying 
General Chang Fak-wei, one of China’s 
most illustrious one-time war lords, was 
commanding the Nanking troops in 
Fukien. 


(Chang Fak-wei ten years ago com- 
manded the famous Chinese army, 
“The Ironsides,” so-called because of 
its seemingly superhuman ability to 
conquer all obstacles. These “Iron- 
sides” marched from Canton to Pei- 
ping and back with the tireless Chang 
at their head throughout. They dis- 
integrated long ago, but their aging 
chief has retained his vigor.) 

Canton Japanese were not per 
turbed by the manifestoes urging 
Chiang Kai-shek, the Nanking dic- 
tator, to fight Japan, since they rec- 
ognized apparently that these urgings 
were intended to embarrass the north- 
ern war lord politically. 

The southwestern council was re- 
ported receiving petitions from over 
the country urging it to press Chiang 
Kai-shek to resist Japan and to abro- 
gate the Sino-Japanese truce of ‘Tang- 
ku which ended North China hostili- 
ties in 1953. 

Ancient China is preparing for 
war—and she has a modern army to 
back her if war comes. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
semi-dictator of the national govern- 
ment, now has half a million loyal, 
well-trained, well-equipped troops. In 
case of an emergency he can also count 
upon another quarter million from 
the provinces, provided the regional 
war lords support him. 

These men are equipped with light 
trench mortars, rifles, hand grenades, 
heavy and light machine guns—all 
made in Chinese arsenals after Euro- 
pean and Japanese models. 

Chiang’s army also has eight batter- 
ies of 150-millimeter heavy artillery, 
said to equal in range, mobility and 
destructive effect any movable ord- 
nance in Europe and the United 
States. The rest of the generalissi- 
mo’s artillery consists of 75-millimeter 
field pieces, mountain guns and also 
heavier artillery of various foreign 
makes. In addition, there are 24 mod- 
ern British tanks, some of which are 
amphibian, and a score of light anti- 
tank guns. 

Aviation Equipment. 


China has a total of 300 modern 
pursuit, observation and bombing 
planes, 75.2 per cent of which are of 
American make. 

Manning the country’s airplanes are 
nearly 400 American-trained pilots, 
machine gunners and observers. 

China possesses less than 50 reason- 
ably effective antiaircraft guns, but to 
remedy this situation, Nanking’s 
troops are being trained in the adap- 
tation of heayy machine guns to anti- 
aircraft use. 


China also has 800 American mo- 
tor trucks for transport of troops to 
the front. These are gradually being 
augumented. 


China’s coasta] defenses at present 
are insufficient to prevent the ap- 
proach of enemy warships, though 
plans have been made to mine ap- 
proaches of navigable rivers, such as 
the Yangtze, should an enemy effort 
be made to strike Shanghai, Nan- 
king, Hankow or other important cit- 
ies of Central China. 


Students in prenaratory schools 
and colleges have been undergoing 
compulsory military training for three 
years. A rudimentary military edu- 
cation is being given ablebodied men

The word “camera” came from an 
old Greek word meaning “room,” and 
the first cameras were simply dark 
rooms or tents.

A 
man who took a photo ontfit from 
place to place had a big load—usually 
a tent, chemicals, trays and other 
things, besides his plates and large, 
bulky camera. When he went to a 
mountain top, where there was no well 
or stream, he took along a barrel of 
water, 


Years Jater, inventors made dry 
plates which were far more simple to 
handle. Pictures were taken on glass 
coated with bromide of silver or other 
substance. 

The Rev. Hannibal Goodwin, of 
Newark, N. J., was first to apply for 
a patent on celluloid film which he 
invented 49 years ago. George East- 
man, a bank clerk, of Rochester, N. Y., 
worked on the problem a little later, 
and brought forth a celluloid film. It 
appears that he knew nothing of Good- 
win's work at the time he first made 
such film. 

Perhaps the greatest thing Pastman 
did in his young manhood was to de- 
vise a new and more simple form of 
camera. Thia camera was of small 
size, and could be carried around with 
little trouble. Pictures were taken on 
films inside the camera. 

Today the making of cameras and 
films is a great industry. Millions of

Tragedies at Railroad Crossings 


Conquering death is a subject which 
has long occupied the thoughts and 
efforts of the most brilliant scientists 
of the world and yet déath continues 
to remain tl.e mystery of mysteries. 
Death from disease and malfunction- 
ing of organs remains in the realm 
of the unknown, even to the most 
learned. 


But there is no mystery about death 
which results from a human _ body 
mangled in an automobile accident— 
or crushed by the wheels of a 200- 
ton locomotive. 


Railroads have been engaged in the 
practice of safety in behalf of their 
passengers since they have been run- 
ning. But since 1922 they have also 
been looking out particularly for mo- 
torists and pedestrians who use the 
railroad crossings. That means they 
are looking out for you. Great freight 
and passenger trains cannot “stop, 
look and listen” for you at every 
crossing. That is up to the driver. 


Seek Co-operation. 


But the railroads have made their 
crossings as mechanically safe as pos- 
sible and in their annual summer 
careful crossing campaign, which 
started in 1922, they are trying to 
solicit the co-operation of drivers in 
an effort to save the motorists’ own 
lives. 

In the opinion of The Constitution 
Safety Council, this effort is worthy 
of serious consideration by all driv- 
ers, who should at least do their part 
in saving their own lives. 

On this subject of death at the 
crossing an article has been written 
by Allan A. Heidenreich, of Atlanta, 
a member of the national committee 
on prevention of railroad accidents,

Aecidents Preventable. 

“Death by accident, especially by 
reilroad grade crossing accidents, of 
which one in every three is caused 
by the motorist running deliberately 
into the side of the train, is pre- 
ventable. 

“When you get into your car you 
have no thought of life or limb—you 
are in a hurry. You have, you say, 
crossed railroad tracks many times 
and no train has ever hit you. 

“But the train perhaps is running 
66 miles per hour, advancing 88 feet 
a second. -More than 25 per cent of 
grade crossing accidents happen be- 
cause the motorist failed to beat the 
train across the track. 

“Books of statistics could be un- 
folded for the reckless driver. But 
statistics will not help. 

No Odds With Death. 

“There is no man, no rule, no law 
that can give odds with death when 
one goes into combat with a locomo- 
tive. 

“CRASH!!! . .. DEATH!! 

“And what is death? Science can- 
not tell you, but you know. You have 
seen it. ‘ 

“It is the opposite of that vibrant 
conscious impulse, life. It is dissolu- 
tion for the dead and dispair for the 
living. It is void. 

“Life is a precious gift to be treas- 
ured. Too valuable, indeed to be stak- 
ed in a game of chance against a 200- 
ton locomotive. 

“Railroad crossing accidents are pre- 
ventable—100 per cent preventable. 
You alone hold the defensive weapons. 
These weapons are thought, fore- 
thought and more thought. 

“Shall death be conquered? Not so 
long as carelessness survives. 

“Cross Crossings Cantiously.” 

Safety Only Way. 

This article gives the motorists a 
clear picture of what he must do to 
avoid death at the railroad crossing. 
Safety, practiced at crossings as well 
as at every other point on the streets 
and highways of the state, is the one 
way to be certain of not meeting a hor- 
rible, bloody undignified death.

Veteran Officer Confederate 
Veteran Passes in 93rd 
Year. 


George H. Phillips, the forty-sixth 
police officer of the city of Atlanta 
and the second officer to be pensioned 
under the police pension system, died 
late last night at his residence, 880 
Pulliam street, at the age of 92. 

He was the father of Arthur J. 
Phillips, of the bureau of identifica- 
tion, and the grandfather of Harry 
Phillips, assistant fire marshal. He 
was a veteran of the Confederate army 
and served in numerous engagements 
during the War Between the States, 
including the Battle of Atlanta. 

: Patrolman Phillips died as he had 
livéd for many years, with thoughts of 
the police department uppermost in 
his mind. His last conscious words, 
before he lasped into a coma Monday, 
were a question about the affairs of 
the department. 

Served 30 Years. 

The veteran officer, who was re- 
tired in 1912 after 30 years of service 
in'’the department, was one of the 
first .civil service officers in the city 
and was noted for his exemplary con- 
duct. He was-a charter member of 
the Atlanta. Police Relief Association. 

A native of Indian -Springs, Ga.., 
Mr. Phillips servec ‘during the War 
Between the States in the 46th Geor- 
gia infantry. He participated in all 
the ‘major engagements in Tennessee 
and then took part in the’ Battle of 
Atlanta. During the heighth of this 
battle he fainted from laek of food and 
was taken to the hospital at Colum- 
bus. Ga. 3 
When the federal army attacked 
Columbus, Phillips left the hospital 
and rejoined the Confederate forces. 
There he narrowly escaped capture 
when the Union soldiers captured a 
supply train to which he was attack- 
ed. He unhitched one of the mules 
of’ the train and made his escape. - 

Came Here in 1869. 

He came to Atlanta in 1869 and was 
associated with the A. & W. P. rail- 
road until 1882,. when he joined the 
police force. 

Patrolman Phillips’ beats included 
some of the toughest. sections of the 
old city. He worked in the “Brook- 
lyn” section and im the vicinity of 
Peters and Decatur streets. He also 
served on the cemetery: beat at Oak- 
land cemetery for*a year. 

Patrolman Phillips ever since his 
retirement had been a regular visitor 
to police headquarters “just te keep 
in touch with the boys and the depart- 
ment.”’ 

For many years he lived on the site 
now occupied by the present police 
headquarters and he often said ‘that 
the finest crop of corn he ever raised 
was at ‘that noint. 

. Assistant Chief A. J..Holcomb paid 
Patrolman Phillips high tribute. 

“He was an officer and a gentle- 
man,” said Chief Holeomb. “His con- 
duct was always of the highest or- 
der and he set a high standard for 
the younger men of the department.” 

Patrolman Phillips is. surviyed by 
his son and grandson and a daughter, 
Mrs. Lille Ellis, of Atlanta.

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NEW YORK, June 4.—(#)—Fresh 
uneasiness over the economic and po- 
litical tension in Europe was reflect- 
ed in sharp declines in a number of 
foreign dollar bonds in the listed mar- 
ket today.

Constant spreading of strikes in 
France and Belgium, coupled with the 
highly disturbing economic conditions 
in the former country, intensified 
nervousness of holders of foreign dol- 
jar bonds who have manifested ex- 

reme concern over happenings in Eu- 
rope during the past several months. 
French 7 1-2s dropped 5 7-8 poins on 
sales of $9,000, par value; the 7s 
lost 1 on sales of $7,000; Poland 7s 
jeclined 2 7-8 on a single sale, and 
he &s lost 4 7-8 on a turnover of 
11.000. Japanese 5 1-28 yielded 2 
points, also on a good volume.
